BX-PRESIDENT STEYN’S ESOAPE.:

‘nliewancaincitenientatine Daily Telegraph 
on the 13th ult, supplements the story of .the 
capture of ex-President Steyn’s. Cabinet, and 
the narrow escape of the ex-President himself, 
by, certain interesting’ details.

STATEMENT OF, THE MOTIVE OF THE CRIME, 


‘The public trial of theemnan, Tha 'Sataro, the 
assassin of Mr, Hoshi Totu, took place in the 
Court of Cassation, Tokio, before Judges Mo- 
“chidzuki, Midzuhara and Nomura an the 2nd 
inst., says the Kode Herald, Public Procurator 
‘Komori lead the charge. ‘The prisoner, who 
was attired in haori and hakaima; was. quite 
composed and was accompanied by Messrs. 
Miyoshi, lida, Hanai and Sakurai, attorney. 

The prisoner stated his clan, age and family 
history, and definitely’ stated that he had ‘bo 
connection’ with any policy party. "He said he 
had no acquaintance with Mr, ‘Hoshi-but re- 
cognised him at the general ‘meeting of the: 
Tokio Educational Association held in April, 


1900, when Mr. Hoshi was elected president. | 


‘The appointment of the Board of Directors’ of 
the Association was”entrusted to Mr, Hoshi, 
and prisoner said he then, concluded that the 
sacred matter of the education of Tokio was 
placed in the control of a man whose record 
was anything but clean. This determined him 
‘to kill Mr. Hoshi, the prisoner said, ‘Then Mr. 
\Hoshi was poirted to as the ringlender ‘in the 
‘Tokio City Assembly bribery scandal, but he 
evaded the charge by resignation of the portfolio 
of Communications: This, prisoner stated, only 
strengthened his’ determination to kill Mr. 
Hoshi, who. still accupitd the presidency of 
‘the, Tokio Educational ‘Association, and the 
prisoner came-to the conclusion that he 
could only save the interests of the public by 
removing Mr. Hoshi. Prisoner proceeded to 
say that gt first he could not carry out his
